Ueen tala that Jonas. >ninau5gas, vn.tn whom he Is personally 
acquainted, is in rai'i-S* France, and is attempt In." to enter 
the United states. T-l said that he nas personal ( :nowledgc 
that from about April 1340 to about June, 1343, Jonas 
oainauskas collaborated with trie Soviet ?oi*ces that occupied 
Lithuania during that period and furnished records of the 
Lithuanian Security ro.lice to the Soviet National Cornells saiiut 
of In te r na 1 Affairs ( N t .VD ) . 

In support of this allegation, T-l furnished the 
following information 

Jonas Dai.iauo;_as was Assistant to the District Aniof 
of Security Police in ;,aunas, Lithuania, from a lout 133 d to 
1940. In early April. 1940, Lithuania was threatened vilth 
occupation by ivoviet lorcea and on or about April 15 1 13 40, 
the foviet Government made an announcement from Moscow that 
it was assuming cor. croi of Lithuania. As of April, 1941, 
August inas povilaitis was Jirector of Security and Criminal 
police in Lithuania out Poviialtls was either unable to or 
failed to instruct Lie various District Chiefs of Security 
Police as to what uisooeition was to in? made of Security 
records under their control. When the ,‘ovlet Government 
announced its seizure of Lithuania, it therefore fell upon 
the Security Police in each District to dispose of records 
under their control.

Confusion moulted, but fox the ;nost part the Security 
folice of the various districts destroyed their records to avoid 
having the records seized by the Hue*: bans, and then almost the 
entire Lithuanian security police :orce either hid within 
.Lithuania or fled t.;^ country rather than face possible 
imprisonment, death or collaboration with tne Russians. 

Unlike the other Security rciice Officers, however . 
Jonas Dainausxas failed to destroy his security records and 
remained at his post in Kaunas Lithuania. Koreover, Dainaus.^as 
grasped the opportunity to declare himself Director of Lithuanian 
security and C r Inina < police. 

In a matter of days, Antona^Snieckus , an NKVD Agont, 
tooK over Control of tne Lithuanian security /and criminal PQiice 
from Dalnauskas, wix> continued to wor>. as a Security police 
Officer under *sniec<.us Dalnauskar; nade all of the KaunaB 
District security records available to Snieckus. knew 

Knleckus was an NKVD Agent because at the time Russia seized 
control of Lithuania, the Lithuanian Government had Lrvlecxus 
under arrest on chaxv.oa of committing espionage against Lithuania 
for the Soviet. 

In Jure, Ijl-i, the Germans ousted the Russians fron 
Lithuania. A new Lithuanian Government was created from ambers 
of the Lithuanian Anti -Communist Underground and a new Lithuanian 
.Security Police Force v/as established. Dainauskas fled along 
with other collaborators and Russian officials. The new 
Lithuanian Government was able to r.eize records of the NKVD 
which the fleeing nu^aians failed to destroy and these records 
disclosed that DainauL.-as and other Lithuanians had worked for 
the NKVD. The new Lithuanian Government issued orders for the 
arrest of these individuals . Dainauskas was subsequently 
arrested, then imprisoned in Kaunas: Lithuania, and an investi- 

gation was initiated to ascertain one extent of his activities 
with the NKVD.

As of lj4 Jf Dalnauskas was still In Jail and had not 
been brought to triaj on the charges. In about 1943, the 
Security Branch of uhj Gestapo orctereb that the Investigative 
files on Dalnauskas be turned over to them. T-l then 
temporarily lost contact with Dainaus.cac. 



In tne winter of 1944-40, T last aaw Dalnauskas 
in Berlin. Germany . At that time D^inauskao was wearing the 
uniform of a 1st Lieutenant in the ueman Air Force with 
non-flying dutiefi . lubsequently , .T-l heard that Dalnauskas 
was serving with the German Air Force in Poznan. Poland, and 
that when the Russian Army moved into Poznan in 1945* Dalnauskas , 
instead of attempting to flee with the German Armed Forces, re- 
mained in Poznan to jreet the Red . 

According to J~l, D£inaus^as , wife was in the 
Hauatentten Displaced Persons Camp, Augsburg, Germany , in 
1945, and left there to join her oi.ouce in roznan, £ oland. 

T-l said he had been adviced by T-2 that a recent 
(within previous two months) edition of Draugas (a Lithuanian 
language daily newspaper published at 4545 west 03rd street, 
Chicago, Illinois) contained an article reflecting that Dalnauskas 
had left Poland, is currently in Faria, France, and hopes to enter 
the united States,
